The Cheung Hing, with Mr. J.G, 
Skinner at the helm, was about 
five miles behind the Sing Hing, 
Amoy-bound,'on, May 1 when a 
Nationalist destroyer approach.

In thia connection Pakistan is 
considered of great importance 
because It has already been 
found that Japan can uss large 
amounta of Pakistan exports 
and in'return can provide mucin 
of the Irrigation and agricut- 
tural equipment as well as other 
goods which Pakistan neods for 
development. 

One suggestion. is that - the 
United States, by granting reia- 
tively small loans or_ gifts of 
money .to Pakistan, India and 
other South East Aslan countries, 
would enable them to increase 
thelr purchase from' Japan and 


thus effect the “pump ‘priming” 
operation necessary to stimulate 
greater inter-regional trade. 

The idea behind this suggestion 
Is that with capital tmports from 
Japan, the South Enst Asians 
would be able to produce more 
for export and: with their In- 
ercased cartings buy more 
Japanese and other goods without 
the need for further Joans.

CANADA

The King’s -position in the 
affection of the great majority of 
Canadians {s as strong today as 
it was during the highly succcss- 
ful, Royal tour in -1939. 

And there has been nothing 
very dramatic in any  constltu- 
tional changes made so far and 
nothing dramatle or sensational 
seems likely in the future. 

There is some dissatisfaction 
with Canada's position In the 
British Commonwealth, 

This varies widely in different 

regions from the Quebec Ex- 
tremists who want Canada to 
become a Republle to the few 
people in British Columbia who 
would welcome a return to vir- 
tually colonial status. 
+ But between those two great 
extremes most of the people have 
shown a desire for «complete em 
stitutionnl anuependence wrtutin 
the Commonwealth and — seen 
satisNed with steps taken in the 
lust five years, 

These include the dropping of 
the word “Dominion” from the 
name Canada. establishment of 
Canadlan citizenship. as distinct 
from British eitizenship, and ‘re- 
ferring to King George as “King 
of Canada.” 

A few more steps are still being 
discussed. These are té sct up 
machinery by ‘which all amend- 
ments to the Canadlan Constitu- 
tlon-can be made in  Canadu; 
adoption of a distinctly Canadian 
flag; and the adoption of a dis- 
unctly Canadian anthem.—Reu- 
er, .
